gium, Holland, France, western Ger- 
many and Italy. Dr. Kinsman and 
his family traveled with a party and

long 
enough to make a 


thorough study of conditions, but they 
said that talk of another war between 
France and Germany within the next 
ten years is not uncommon.

Dr. Kins- 
man said that 19 years ago when he 
was in Europe, Just being from the 
United States was the equivalent of 
an introduction, but that now you 
pass Americans constantly just as you 
would in New York or Chicago with- 
out any sign of recognition. 


Throughout Europe, th'e people who 


are suffering the most are those who 
had an independent income before the 
war. With the depreciation of secur- 
ities and the loss of value m money 
itself, the formerly well to do clasfe 
has now practically nothing on which 
to live. Many of these people have no 
prfession or trade to which to turn 
and are forced to do the crudest kind 
of manual labor for a mere mainten- 
ance. The actual necessities of the 
table including butter, eggs and meat 
have become luxuries to most people. 
The crop conditions- seem good and 
every foot of land is being cultivated.

STEEL WAGE INCREASES BENE- 


FIT ENTIRE COUNTRY 


No matter what the impelling rea- 


son really was, it generally is agreed 
that the recent wage Increases in the 
steel industry will have a most bene- 
ficial effect on all of the nation's ac- 
tivities. Editor* seem to feel that the 
present emigration laws have their 
effect but there is little disposition dis- 
played to criticize because of this. A 
few papers, notably the New York 
EVENING WORLD, characterize the 
wage advance as ''window dressing" 
because of the certain passage of the 
new tariff bill which places a duty on 
steel. 


The increase recognizes, the New- 
ark NEWS says, "that living costs 
are not coming down and that where 
they are not static the tendency is up- 
ward. In a sense tdo this wage in- 
crease may be regarded as the steel 
men's answer to President Harding, 
who called them into conference a 
few months ago to urge upon them, 
if possible, the establishment 
of a 


basic eight hour day. This is an in- 
dustry in which the laborers" are un- 
willing1 to take reductions in pay by 
cuts in their working,time." Also the 
immigration laws must be considered 
in this connection the Springfield 
REPUBLICAN avers, as "the present 
immigration law is undoubtedly keep- 
ing out of the country thousands of 
common laborers such as the iron and 
steel 
industry absorbs." The an- 


nouncement, however, "is the best in- 
dustrial news of the year," the Buffa- 
lo NEWS thinks as "when affairs are 
well with the steel trade all is on the 
way to be well with the general busi- 
ness of the country. .The steel indus- 
try is something1 of a trade barome- 
ter.""Window dressing," is the way the 
New York EVENING WORLD de- 
scribes the move holding "the tariff 
explains it. The tariff profiteers are 
doing a little window dressing. They 
are also preparing to bang the old 
dinner pail handed down from the 
McKinley campaign." 
The Milwau- 


kee JOURNAL also thinks that the 
tariff is a factor but it likewise sug- 
gests that "the steel business appar- 
ently registers the shortage of com- 
mon labor generally reported through- 
out the country." The advance should 
be, the Chicago TRIBUNE says, fol- 
lowed in other industries with 
"a 


raising of pay where it has been re- 
duced during the "liquidation period." 
And the "best explanation is the sim- 
pliest," the Buffalo TIMES insists, as 
"the steel industry raises the pay of 
labor m its employ to keep in line 
with the trend of the times. Having 
decided that to guarantee 
a living 


wage is the thing to do, steel does it 
with emphasis. It comes at a psy- 
chological moment. No sentiment en- 
ters into the matter. It is big busi- 
ness and good business." 


There seems little grounds for the 


suspicion, the Chicago NEWS feels, 
that the increase is a "seeking to en- 
list the support of labor by offering 
to share illegitimate gains with em- 
ployes. A*'a matter of fact economic 
conditions, justify, if they do not ac- 
tually make imperative, the action of 
the steel companies. Apparently to 
attract labor to the mills an increase 
of 20 per cent in wages is deemed 
necessary by practical men. 
Wage 


readjustments upward are oust as in- 
evitable as readjustments downward 
when economic factors and industrial 
conditions demand them." 
The ac- 


tion also "reflects a period of unus- 
ual Prosperity in the steel centers," 
tho "Springfield ILLINOIS STATE 
JOURNAL says and "the public is 
not ignorant that the steel manufac- 
turers today have more unfilled or- 
ders on their books than in many 
years, that prices of all classes and 
grades of. steel have advanced sharp- 
ly and that the shares and the bonds 
of the steel companies have shown 
marked 
improvement 
in 
recent 


months." The Little Rock ARKAN- 
SAS DEMOCRAT feels the same way, 
arguing that "it is difficult to believe 
that tho raise is the result of a politi- 
cal move. Shortage of labor and the 
expectation of a brisk business revival 
seem to be the more probable cause." 


A "good thing at this time," holds

NEWS, because "the American steel 
industry is so intrenched as to com- 
mand the world. A substantial in- 
crease to half a( million persons at 
least is going to give a brighter tone 
to the industrial atmosphere every- 
where. Common labor is reaching a 
premium on account of the present 
immigration laws. On the other side 
if it were not for the existing Ameri- 
can law some of th'e unfortunate coun- 
tries of Europe would be sending here 
its people by swarms, limited only by 
transportation facilities." 
It is rea- 


sonable to assume also, the Louisville 
COURIER JOURNAL thinks, "that 
the wages of the steel workers have 
been deflated more than similar wag- 
es generally and that it was necessary 
to make the increase in order to pre- 
vent the steel workers from seeking 
other employment. Of course the bill 
will bo passed on to the consumer." 
The Mobile REGISTER goes further 
to explain that "the present increase 
merely places wages back where they 
were when the steel business began 
to decline in 1921. The steel com- 
panies' way may not be the perfect 
way, but it is surely better than walk- 
outs and other _incessant wranglings 
encouraged by the wrong type of lab- 
or leaders."

DOCTOR DEFENDS ALCOHOL 
London—A Glasgow dispatch to the 


Express says: 
"The normal man does not exist."

forward b+ Dr. John MacCurdy, o! 
Cornell University Medical College, 
New York, in an address he gave 
here to the British Medical Associa- 
tion on alcohol in its relation to the 
human economy. * 
All of us, in varying degrees, he 


said, had the same difficulty in meet- 
ing the world as the unfortunates 
who demonstrated their incapacity 
dramatically. The "normals" drugged 
•themselves with cheap fiction, thea. 
tres, and moving pictures. Above all, 
they forgot themselves in social in- 
tercourse. 
"When, however, a man is tired or 


oppressed with care, how can he for- 
get his obsessing anxieties with his 
self-consciousness 
sufficiently to Be- 


come social? He can take a drink, 
and he does. 
If he be normal, a 


small amount of alcohol will give the 
necessary relaxation. 
' 
"Conviviality is more important for 


the maintenance of our mental stab- 
ility and effectiveness than we realize. 


"Innumerable 
people are 
made 


happier and therefore healthier 
by 


moderate indulgence in alcohol. 


"We live in an imperfect world— 


imperfect largely because we 
have 


not yet gained the capacity to gov- 
ern our town instincts. 
Alcohol is 


a crutch that man has discovered to 
help him with this disability." 


Dr. MacCurdy dealt^with what he 


called the 
"paranoiac group." 
In 


them, he said, a drink or two brought 
out ouarrelsome and dangerous tend- 
encies. 
They were apt to imagine 


slights and insults. Frequently they 
were woman haters, and affected the 
company of men almost exclusively. 


"These men are not well adapted 


people, and rebel at 
discipline or 


authority. 
Drink brings these anti- 


social tendencies to the surface. 
As 
marriage makes the most persistant 
demand for social adaptation that we 
know of, many of these men begin 
to drink only after marriage. 
The innate rebellion at the bond- 


age of marriage appears when alco- 
hol has liberated their . inhibitions. 
They become querulous, and beat 01 
abuse their wives every

night. „ 
"Later delusions and infidelity may

WHEN TO GO FOR MUSKY 


The best time for musky fishing is 


senerally early and late in the sea- 
son, with a trifle of a slow-up in the 
hot weather, although ho may sur- 
prise you at any'time and be on the 
feed when you least expect it. How- 
ever, 
during the 
"dog-days" 
of 


August his teeth and gums are in 
poor shape and he needs a dentist 
more than a feed, at least he is not 
very much interested in 
what you 


show him in the style of baits, spoons 
or lures. 


Often in the hot weather of late 


July and August you will find the 
musky lying close to the surface tak- 
ing- a sun bath, stretched out to his 
full length, a few inches under water, 
merely moving a fin or so. You can 
toss, everything in the tackle box to- 
ward him and he never bats an eye 
and at a time like this it's an easy 
bat that you will get more fish if you 
make it a little still fishing for tho 
wall-eye or hunt up a spring hole for 
bass. 


But a trip for a little evening fish- 


ing, after the sun has passed over the 
horizon, when he is more than likely 
to be on the feed, may bring you a 
fair-sized member of the tribe. 


About tho best day for musky fish- 


ing is when there is a little riffle to 
the surface, 
not 
too rough, 
but 


enough movement to liven 
up 
the 


water and keep the musky 
on the 


move for feed, and an overcast or 
cloudy day is fikely to be more pro- 
ductive of a strike than 
when the 


sun glares down on a glassy surface. 
On a day of this kmd you can fish 
right through with some chance of 
getting strikes Jrom fair-sized mem- 
bers of the musky family, but when 
the day is bright and hot, stack your 
bets on the early morning and eve- 
ning fishing, remembering that it is 
a thrilling bit of^fishing 
to fight a 


battle with a musky after dark.

The idea is 
to touch the runner as lightly as pos- 
sible, and get out of th* way. 


In blocking a runner, a flclder is 


always taking the chance of serious 
injury. Also there is always the pos- 
sibility that 
the force 
of tho col- 


lision will knock the ball out of his 
hands and spoil the play. 


Blocking the runner is a danger- 


ous practice, all the more so if the 
infielder is slight physically. 


The only time it is worth .while 


blocking a runner is when getting th-2 
decision may save the game. Such a 
goal occasionally justifies the chance 
taken.

Spence and Quarles of 'Milwaukee offered him a posi- 
tion 
Thomas H. Spence, who had been one of Graass 


examiners in the State Bar quizzes, declared that his 
papers proved him to be the best informed student of 
law he had examined in ten years. 
The law firm of 


Jones and Stevens of Madison also offered him a posi- 


tion, but his ambitions were among the folk he had 
known as a boy, and he returned to Sturgeon Bay to 
open a law office of his own. 


ADVANCES RAPIDLY 


Within a few years, the people elected him city attor- 


ney, and four years later, district attorney of Door coun- 
ty.

done in Sturgeon Bay.

versations—his.habit of going about outdoors without 
hat or cap—his physical hardiness which prompted him 
to spurn the use of "an overcoat in midwinter—these are 
pointed out by the people of Green Bay in a, spirit ot 
affectionate humor.
